FAILS 10 BREAK 
RECORD BUT LANDS 
BURNING PLANE 


Lieut. Champion of Navy 
Encounters § Adventure 
With Blazing Engine 
Which Tears Apart. 


INSTRUMENTS SHOW 
39,000-FOOT ASCENT 


Aviator Blew Out First Fire 


With Sideslip—Beat at} 


Second With Hands to 
Save Barographs. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, July 25.—After 


fighting flames in his airplane to 
protect the records of an unofficial 


world’s record altitude flight esti- 
mated at 48,000 feet, Lieut. C. C. 
Champion, Naval fiyer, received 
the stunning news from the Bureau 
of Standards today that on prelim- 
inary reading his battered baro- 
graphs show only 39,000 feet. 

Unless revised readings change 
this result, Champion must for the 
present at least leave to Callizo, 
a Frenchman, the official honor 
of having flown highest in an air- 
plane—40,820 feet. Capt. Haw- 
thorne C. Gray in a balloon attain- 
ed the highest altitude ever offi- 
cially recorded for aircraft of any 
sort—42,472 feet—in a test at Scott 
Field last May. 

Champion already holds the un- 
official record for altitude in a 
seaplane, having reached a height 
of 33,455 feet at Hampton Roads, 
Va., in May against the previous 
mark of 30,000 feet. | 

Champion’s barographs were 
badly damaged by the fire which 
broke out on the descent. 

Fought Flames With His Hands. 

Fighting the blaze with his 
hands to save his precious record- 
ing ihstruments, Champion landed 
in a corn field two miles from the 
Naval Air Station at Anacostia, D. 
C. after having been aloft for less 
than two hours. 

Champion’s fight for his life was 
spectacular. In his descent several 
pistons were completely torn out 
of his engine, probably because of 
a lack of lubricating oil. 

The engine caught fire four dif- 
ferent times in the descent and at 
one time the pilot was half way 
out of the cockpit preparing to 
jump. When he thought of his 
barographs, however, he decided 
to remain. The jump would have 
meant the crashing of the plane 
and the probable complete destruc- 
tion of the instruments. 

Flames were shooting out of the 
engine front as the flyer made a 
perfect landing in the corn field 
in the little Wright Apache plane. 

Champion Reports Adventure. 

Champion, in his official report 
to the Navy Department, said his 
engine caught fire first when he 
was at ar indicated altitude of 36,- 
000 feet. He said that by a violent 
side slip, followed by a dive, he 
was able to blow this fire out. 

When the altitude had been low- 
ered to 20,000 feet, fire broke out 
again jn the engine section, but it 
was kept away from the plana He 
indicated that the fires had been 
caused by a leak in the lubricating 
oil system. 4 

One barograph had been de- 
molished by parts thrown from the 
engine, Champion said, while the 
other one was so badly shaken that 
its record was probably worthless. 

Champion was unable to givera 
clear picture of what happened 
when he had attained the highest 
altitude. At an altitude which he 
was confident he had never climbed 
before, he said things began to 
happen so rapidly that he could 
not be sure as to exactly what took 
place. His altimeter then regis- 
tered 47,500 feet, he said. 

Only a handful of personal 
friends were at the field to witness 
the takeoff. Only a limited supply 
of fuel was in the tanks of the 
plane. Soon after the takeoff the 
planc was completely lost to the 
view of those on the ground, al- 
though the drone of the engine 
could be heard. 

Comes Down on Fire. 

Watchers on the ground, after a 
long wait, suddenly heard a tre- 
mendous drone in the sky and the 
plane was seen diving, with a long 
stream of white smoke _ spurting 
from the tail, as if a sky writer 
were aloft. The plane then dis- 
appeared again, Dut reappeared in 
a few minutes through the haze 
that enveloped the flying | field. 
Champion then chose to land in the 
corn field, which was comparative- 
ly smooth.

CUNGRESSMAN 
DIVES TODEATH 
IN PACIFIC OCEAN 


M. E. Crumpacker of Ore- 
gon Breaks Away From 
Companion and Leaps Off 
San Francisco Dock. 


DRAGGED ASHORE 
WITH A ROPE 


He Had Been in Highly 
Nervous State and Had 
Been Treated for Poison- 


ing at Hospital. 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 25.—M. 


FE. Crumpacker, Representative in 
Congress from the Third Oregon 
district, died at the Emergency 
Hospital here yesterday, after he 
had been pulled from the San 
Francisco bay. Witnesses said he 
jumped into the water from a point 
near the Golden Gate ferry slip. 
Thomas Smart, newspaper man, 
was with Crumpacker when he 


plunged into the bay, and said he 
struggled with the Congressman in 
an effort to restrain him. Crum- 
packer, who weighed about 240 
pounds, shoved Smart aside violent- 
ly, andran to the water's edge. 

“Tell everybody goodbye,” were 
Crumpacker’s last words, Smart 
declared. z 

Fought Off Rescuers. 

He said the Congressman sank, 
rose, and. started to swim, but 
fought off rescuers until a rope was 
tied around his body, and he was 
dragged ashore. He was uncon- 
scious then ard never recovered 
consciousness, despite efforts to re- 
vive him with a pulmotor, 

Smart said he met Crumpacker 
wandering about the lobby of the 
St. Francis Hotel in a daze, and in- 
duced him to enter a taxicab and 
drive to the home of John Palmer, 
local manager for a news associa- 
tion. At Palmer’s house the Con- 
gressman slept for a few hours, ate 
breakfast, and asked Smart to ac- 
company him on the stroll which 
ended in tragedy. 

Police found him sitting on a 
curbing Saturday night talking in- 
coherently of having been poisoned. 
He protested against going to the 
hospital, and was released early 
Sunday at his own request, leaving 
in company with friends, who said 
they would take him to @ hotel. 
The party went to the St. Francis 
Hotel but Crumpacker did not take 
aroom. He left about 7 a. m. 

Note Indicates Delusion. 

A note, apparently written by 
Congressman Crumpacker, shortly 
before he leaped to his death, was 
found today and indicated that the 
representative was suffering under 
the delusion that he was the vic- 
tim of a plot. 

The note, which was turned over 
to the police, read in part: ‘I’m 
sorry I can’t live to help protect 
my family that they might hear 
my side of the story. Goodbye 
Cully, (his wife), Jim, Ted and 
Peter, I’ve tried to call you by 
phone but they will not connec: 
me. . 

“They have killed me. Take 
good care of our fine boys. ; 
must get this in some one’s hands. 
Every employe is against me. God 
bless you, Maurice.’ 


Crumpacker came here Friday 
from Portland in the private car 
bearing Nicholas Longworth, 
Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Longworth said he had 
not seen his train guest since the 
time of their arrival here. 

Highly Nervous. 

Former Senator James D. Phelan 
announced Crumpacker was to 
have been his guest at Saratoga, 
but had canceled the engagement 
on account of illness. Several sleep- 
less nights left the Congressman in 
a highly nervous condition, it was 
said. 

“Police said their attention was 
called to Crumpacker Saturday 
night by a woman who had seen 
him on the curbing. He told the 
police he was Maurice Crumpacker. 
a lawyer from Portland, but was 
unable to identify himself further. 

Only after a struggle were po- 
lice able to place him in the am- 
bulance. Crumpacker insisted that 
he was poisoned, and “was going 
to die where he was.” At the hos- 


pital attendants gave him antidotes. 
The hospital record showed Crum- 
packer Was ‘“‘sober,”’ but “held for 
observation.” His case finally was 
diagnosed as inflammation of the 
heart muscles. He was put to bad, 
and sedatives were administered 
Hospital attaches said they also 
gave the patient treatment for poi- 
soning because of his own state- 
ments. 

When the Congressman protest- 
ed against remaining in the hos- 
pital he was released. He left with 
friends who sald they would take 
him to a hotel.

MISSOURI JUSTICE 
KILLS MAN IN AUTO 


Fires 3 Shots Into Car; Com- 
panions of Victim Also - 
Wounded in Shoulder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ' 
FAYETTE, Mo., July 25.—Mar- 
shall Dougherty, 19 years old, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Claib Dougherty, 
who live 16 miles northeast of Fay- 
ette, was shot and kilied by Alfred 
Jackson, 35, the son of former 
Judge Wade Jackson, who resides 
on a farm seven miles southeast of 
Fayette, about 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon on the Harrisburg-Mo- 
berly road, seven miles north of 
Harrisburg. Sam Fisher, 22, who 
was with Dougherty in the latter’s 
Dodge touring car, was wounded in 
the left shoulder by another shot 
fired by Jackson. 
Fisher, the only witness, testi- 
fied at the inquest held by Cor- 
oner T. C. Richards, that he and 
Dougherty passed Jackson, his 
wife and small child about two 
miles north of Harrisburg and that 
he did not know the car was be- 
hing theny until Jackson began fir- 
ing. Jackson fired three shots, 
the first entering Dougherty’s 
head at the base of the brain, the 
second going through the top of 
the car and the third = striking 
Fisher in the shoulder. He testi- 
fied that no words were spoken 
either before or after the shoot- 
ing. 
The shots were fired near the 
home of Brish Johnson and Jack- 
son drove immediately to Harris- 
burg, where he surrendered to Rol- 
la Homes, Deputy Sheriff of Boone 
County, and was brought to Fayette 
by Eoward County officers. 
“They endangered my life and 
the life of my family,” he told of- 
ficers here. Jackson also said that 
two boys and two girls in a pass- 
ing car witnessed the shooting and 
would testify at the trial. 
Jackson was released on $10,000 
bond, awaiting preliminary hearing. 
Jackson is Justice of the Peace at 
Harrisburg. where-he is a teacher 
in the consolidated school. but has 
been employed this summer at his 
father’s store in Clifton Hill. His 
father was Presiding Judge of 
Howard County for elght years,.go- 
ing out of office last January, and 
his great uncle, Claiborn F. Jack-

CRIME IN NEW YORK 


Police Commissioner Reports 
Decrease in Major Offenses 
Since Act Became Operative. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, July 25.—Crimes 


of violence in New York for the 
second quarter of 1927 showed a 
marked decrease in comparison 
with the same periods for the two 
previous years, Police Commission- 
er Warren reported to Mayor Walk- 
er yesterday. The commissioner 


ascribed the decrease to operation 
of the Baumes laws and the co- 
operation by the district attorney's 
office and the courts. The Baumes 
laws make heavier sentences man- 
datory for habitual criminals. 

Cases of murder, manslaughter, 
felonious assault, assault and rob- 
bery and burglary numbered 1611, 
as compared to 1765 for 1926 and 
1989 for 1925. Felonious assault, 
or holdup cases dropped from 284 
to 207. Theer were 26 _ payroll 
holdupS in the second quarter of 
1926 and only four in the same pe- 
riod this year. 

The report points out that the 
average age of holdup men arrest- 
ed is increasing. In 1926 they 
averaged 16-20: in 1026, 18-23, 
and in 1927, 22-25.

BAUMES LAWS REDUCE 'BIRGER'S HOME TOWN 


CHEERS DEATH VERDICT 


Gangster Once Promised to 
Protect Harrisburg and Was 
Popular for Awhile.

HARRISBURG, Ill., July 25.— 
The people of this town, where 
Charlie Birger once posed as public 
protector, are effusively glad of 
the outcome of Birger’s murder 
trial at Benton. When the verdict, 
condemning their lawless fellow- 
townsman to death, was announced 
by the umpire in yesterday after- 
noon’s ballgame with West Frank- 
fort, Harrisburg folk forgot their 
interest in the game, and cheered 
the news for several minutes. 

For almost 20 years, Birger has 
been a worry and a problem to 
Harrisburg. Long before the out- 
break of gang warfaré, he was 
known as a trouble-maker. When 
the Birger-Shelton gang feud broke 
out in Willlamson and Franklin 
counties, Birger announced in a 
Harrisburg newspaper that the 
people of his home town need have 
no fear, as he would not permit 
it to be made the scene of blood- 
shed. He sald that since the local 
authorities could not protect the 
town from the Shelton gang, he 
would do it. 

This announcement was applaud- 
ed by the credulous, but shortly 
after Birger's “protectorate”  be- 
gan, two men were wounded in 
Harrisburg in a running machine- 
gun fight and the home of a Unit- 
ed States Deputy Marshal was shot 
up. There were rumors that Bir- 
ger, and not the Sheltons, was the 
cause of both disturbances. Now, 
not one voice in his home town is 
heard uplifted in his defense.

Admitted Guilt to Lawyers. 

The gangsters in a private con- 
ference with at least four of the 
six defense attorneys confessed that 
the etory of Harry Thomasson. 
self-admitted slayer of Mayor Ad- 
ams and the State's star witness, 
was true in almost every detail. 
Birger acknowledged plotting the 
murder and sending the Thomas- 
son brothers, Harry and Elmo, to 
kill Mayor Adams. Hyland ad- 
mitted that he had driven the 
murderers’ automobile, 

Charles A. Karch of East 6t. 
Louis, former United States Dis- 
trict Attorney for thea Eastern Dia- 
trict of Illinois, and one of tha 
Birger counsel, wag asked if he 
had attended the conference and 
if the circumstances as related. by 
Attorney Goodfellow were in line 
with his own information. 

“Yes,” Karch replied, “and after 
the verdict you can print the 
story. I'll stand for it Yow 
might add that when the defens« 
counsel heard Birger and Hyland 
confess, ethical considerations pre- 
vented us from putting on any tes- 
timony in an attempt to establish 
their innocence. That is why the 
defendants did not take the stand 
and no other witnesses were called 
for the defense.” 

A new trial for Birger was asked 
for in a motion filed today by his 
counsel and Judge Miller set the 
time for argument on the motion 
for 10 a. m. Thursday. 

Jn the event the motion ts de- 
nied, Birger’s next step would be 
an appeal. 

Statements of lawyers that Bir- 
ger will appeal are largely a gea- 
ture, the State is convinced. Bir- 
ger and his counsel have not 
agreed upon a course of action. 
One of his counsel, who asked that 
his name be withheld, described 
the situation as follows: 

“Birger is supposed to be fiat 
broke.

The jurors had agreed among 
themselves just before filing into 
court not to discuss their delibera- 
tions with newspaper reporters or 
any other persons. In spite of this, 
several of them did disclose some 
of the things that occurred, but 
none would go into details or ex- 
plain the reasoning which led to 
the verdict. 

It was reported from a confiden- 
tial source that for many hours 
only three jurors had opposed the 
death penalty for Newman and 


Hyland, while nine favored hang- | | 


ing all three gangsters. Eventual- 
ly, this informant said, one of the 
three jurors switched over in favor 
of execution, but the other two 
remained steadfast and the deci- 
sion to spare the lives of Newman 
and Hyland was reached as a 
compromise. 
Judge Anxious for Verdict. 

Although not informed of the 
fact, the jury was to have been 
forced to remain in its small de- 
liberation room in the old court- 
house indefinitely till it reached a 
decision. It was taken away only 
for brief meal periods. Circuit 
Judge Miller was determined thera 
should be no “hung jury” if it 
could be avoided. : 

It is possible the jury considered 
the defenses set up by Newman 
and Hyland in the opening state- 
ments and closing; -arguments in 
their behalf, as mitigating their 
part in the crime. Newman’s at- 
torney asserted that his client’s part 
in the conspiracy was only passive, 
forced by the domination of Bir- 
ger. 

Hyland's lawyer said that Hy- 
land had driven the youths who 
fired the fatal shots, Harry and 
Elmo Thomasson, to Adams’ home 
without knowing the purpose of 
the trip, and at the order of Bir- 
ger. He argued that when Har- 
ry Thomasson, the State’s star wit- 
ness, pleaded guilty to the assassi- 
nation, Judge Miller had fixed his 
punishnient at life imprisonment 
and that Hyland, whose part 
might be considered less, de- 
served no worse punishment. EI- 
mo Thomasson was burned to 
déath in a fire at Birger’s road- 
house.

This discovery of protein in some 
carbohydrate foods tells why with 
Our modern mixed diet it is not 
necessary to eat as much meat as 
formerly. 

Almost all meat, whether from 
Wild or domesticated animals, 
whether of beast, bird or fish, de- 
rives its protein primarily from the 
food, plant or animal, upon which 
the food -nimal lived. 

Flesh food, however, gives us 
Our necessary protein in much 
larger prceportion than does any 
other food stuff. 

We make our selection of animal 
food largely to meet the demands 
of our priate. Within certain 
broad Hmits the flesh of one ani- 
mal is quite as rich as another in 
protein. 

I have ‘ust come across a new 
and heretofore unutilized source 
of protein food. The information 
occurs in some interesting facts

No Bond Issue Involved 

Smith points out that his ideas 
do not involve the issue lof a sin-

' Legislature’s Interference. 

“The picture I am getting here 
in New York goes back to 1850 
when the conflict between the city 
and the State over transit matters 
begam As matters now stand, no 
contract can be made with any pri- 
vate corporation which is entirely 
free from interference by the Leg. 
islature. There is war between 
the city and the State and the 
city and the companies as there 
has bee for 75 years. I am won- 
dering whether New York will ever 
get anywhere with its transporta- 
tion until it has some sort of pub- 
lic control. 

“There is nothing to be gained 
by recapturing parts of either sys- 
tem.. That would only. solve part 
of the problam. We would still 
have the other problem to meet 
and we therefore might as well 
meet it all at once.” 

He pointed out that if recap- 
ture of the B-M. T. subways were 
restored to, as suggested, it would 
leave a disintegrated’ system, in- 
volving double fares for many pas- 
sengers, or else large building op- 
erations py the city to cover ter- 
ritory now served by the ‘Brook- 
lyn Elevated. In the long run, 
therefore, he suggested it would 
be cheaper for the city to acquire 
the whole thing by negotiation 
than to recapture and build addi- 
tions. 

As to Surface Lines. 

“It is not a question,” he went 
on, “whether the surface lines 
should be taken in, but what sur- 
face lines should be taken in and 
on what terms, I believe that 
those surface lines necessary as 
feeders should be picked out anu 
used and the value determind not 
on the basis of reproduction cost, 
not on the basis vf original cost. 
but on what they are capable of 
earning. 

“The surface lines of Brooklyn 
and Queens take in ‘$25,000,000 a 
‘year in fares. A service that peo- 
ple are willing to pay $25,000,000 
a year for is worth something. In 
upper Manhattan and the~ Bronx 
there are surface lines that ought 
to be considered the same as those 
in Brooklyn and Queens. Lower 
Manhattan, I think, has seen the 
end of most of its street road 
transportation. 

“I think one of the things that 
has made discussion difficult in 
the present situation is the 1921 
unification report of the transit 
commission. Reading between the 
lines, it is possible to get out of 
that report a suggested cost of re. 
production basis for doing  busi- 
ness with the companies. I’ve 
been riding all the different lines. 
[ recall one ilne, a franchise route. 
cars run perhaps every hour to 
hold the franchise, and even the 
motorman knew the reason for 
maintaining it was ‘that the own- 
ers hoped one day to get the cost 
of reproduction of those old rails.” 

Smith pointed out that in the 
evaluating of the Manhattan Ele# 
vated, for instance, it would be 
necessary under his method to 
consider not only that the road is 
losing money but also the pros- 
pective losses in traffic which ‘tt 
will undoubtly sustain when th» 
new Eighth Avenue subway is fin- 
ished. 

Formulating Complete Plan. 

Before Smith has completed his 
work, he will present to the comp- 
troller a detailed plan for the so- 
lution of the New York traction 
problem. Pending its completion, 
he is not yet prepared to go into 
the financial factors involved in his 
proposals. He does say this, how- 
ever, that the amount to -be ai- 
lowed the B.-M. T. and the I. R. 
T. for their properties if the city 
should take them over for opera- 
tion, could not in any event ex- 
ceed the preferentials now colleci- 
ed by these lines. 

The I. R. T. receives a prefer- 
ential of $6,335,000. There is 
ample evidence that it can never 
hope to receive more than this 
during the life of the contract and 
Can never pay a dividena. In 
Smith's judgment, therefore, the 
rental price allowed the I. R. T. 
should be less than this figure. 
The B.-M. T. preferential of $3,- 
500,000 is fixed as the upper limit 
for the use of the company owned 
lines of that road. The finai 
amount would naturally be arrived 
at by negotiation between the oper- 
ators and the city.

Throngs Watch Funeral 
Procession—Queen Dow- 
ager Marie Seems Near 
Collapse.

BUCHAREST, July 25.—Ferdi- 


nand, first King of Greater Ru- 
mania, rested today in the .white 
marble church at Curtea de Arges, 
beside the ashes of his Uncle Carol, 
whose work he extended. 


Standing out among the floral 
tributes was a huge wreath of 
fleur-de-lis and a pillow of white 
roses, placed by Queen Marie after 
the interment yesterday. She had 
picked the fleur-de-lis herself; the 
pillow was placed on behalf of 
former Crown Prince Carol, tha 
King’s son who renounced his 
rights to the throne and now is 
living virtually in exile in France. 

Borne by generals, the _ coffin 
was placed on a gun carriage for 
the hour’s march to the monastery 
in the hills where the last rites 
were held. A_ thousand priests 
marched behind the coffin. At the 
same hour services were held in 
all churches throughout Rumania, 
while everywhere salutes were 
fired and bells tolled. 

Queen Marie appeared on the 
verge of collapse several times 
during the ceremonies at the mon- 
astery. She swooned earlier in the 
day after kissing her husband be- 
fore the coffin was sealed at the 
conclusion of a service in the 
Royal Chapel adjoining the palace. 

Gave Grandson Daily Present. 

As the royal party was leaving 
the church, ' six-year-old King 
Michael, ruler by reason of his fa- 
ther’s renunciation of the throne, 
asked: “Ara they going to leave 
Grandpa here alone? Can’t I stay 
with him?” 

Queen Marie 
poor little chap does not know 
what it is all about. He knows 
only that he has lost a dearest rel- 
ative. It was the King’s habit to 
give his grandson a little present 
every day.” 

Thousands of Rumanians watch- 
ed as the procession mived to the 
railway station for the 150-mile 
journey to Curtea de Arges. 

Queen Sees Own Grave. 

One of the most dramatic mo- 
ments at the funeral took place 
when Queen Marie, following the 
coffin into the little church, caught 
sight of her own prepared grave 
immediately next to that of her 
late husband. 

She first gazed tremblingly into 
the deep pit dug in the floor of 
the church for Ferdinand’s body 
and then with a noticeable shud- 
der of recoil glanced at her own 
tomb which the church and state 
authorities prepared long ago to 
receive her as the consort of the 
King. 

It was the most tense moment 
of the whole ceremony. A pro- 
found quiet gloom enveloped the 
church. Beside the King’s grave 
is the tomb of Carmen Sylvia— 
Queen Elizabeth—for whom Marie 
has often openly expressed dislike 

When the ceremonies had ended 
the Queen said to an Associated 
Press correspondent: 

“Of course, as Queen,” she said, 
“the state and church authorities 
will bury me at Curtea, but if t 
could gratify my own heart’s de- 
sire, I would like to rest at a spot 
which I have fancied at the meet- 
ing point between the East and 
West and thus end my _ refgn ae 
Queen of my beloved Rumania. f 
already have placed, in mind, a 
cross upon this imaginary _ spot. 
Perhaps some day my fancy will 
come true.” 

Undertaker Forgot Ropes. 

The funeral was marred by an 
incident which, temporarily at 
least, made it impossible for the 
authorities to place the King’s 
body in the sepulcher. At the mo- 
ment of actual interment it wa3 
suddenly discovered by the church 
authorities that the undertakers 
had forgotten to provide the cus- 
tomary ropes with which to lower 
the coffin. 

The time was too short and the 
occasion too embarrassing; how- 
ever, to send to the town for rope. 
and the authorities decided to low- 
er the coffin after the royal fam- 
ily had left. 

Honored 700 Years After Death. 

TOKIO, July 25.—Although Lord 
Tadahisa Shimazu has been dead 
700 years, the Emperor hag pro- 
moted him to the segond court 
rank of the junior grade in appre- 
ciation of his devoted services to 
the country. The bestowal of post- 
humous honors is customary in 
Japan, where it is believed that 
the spirits of the dead are always

The topmost stratum 
reveals bones and objects appar- 
ently pertaining to the Zaporojsk 
Cossacks, an independent organiza- 
tion of bold plunderers of the 16th 
and 17th centuries.

CITY LOSES BIRTHRIGHT 
BY GRANTING FRANCHISES, 
DETROIT BUSINESS MAN SAYS 


Public Utilities Well 


Intrenched in Their 


Fields in All Cities and in No Danger From 
Competitors, 


He Asserts.

DETROIT, Mich., July 25.—Out 
of the experience of Detroit with 
its public utilities, what helpful ad- 
vice can you offer to St. Louis 
where the street railway has asked 
for a new, 30-year franchise? 

This question was put by the cor- 
respondent to a man who had been 
recommended as a representative 
Detroit. business man, one whose 
advice would command respect in 
his own city—John J. Barlum, 
native Detroiter, head of a Great 
Lakes line of freight steamers and 
a Great Lakes line of passenger 
steamers; largest individual owner 
of downtown Detroit real estate; 
builder of the new 40-story Bar- 
lum tower and of the new 21-story 
Barlum hotel; active president of 
the American State Bank. 

The essence of the St. Louis 

roblem had been presented to 
him as follows: The street rail- 
ways in St. Louis are about to 
emerge from a receivership under 
a plan of reorganization whieh will 
give the company financial pros- 
perity at the present rate of fare. 
A franchise extending for at least 
12 years is in force. The new own- 
ers desire to substitute a new 30- 
year franchise. They say that it is 
essential to getting new money with 
which to improve service and to 
refund $30,000,000 of bonds when 
they expire in seven years, Would 
the city gain anything from such 
a franchise? Does the company 
need the franchise? 

Opinion of Detroit Man. 

“The city would gain nothing 
and lose its birthright,’”’ Barlum re- 
plied. “The company can prosper 
and grow and serve without a 
franchise.” 

“You know,” Barlum continued, 
“Detroit public utilities operate 
without franchises. The city can 
order them off the streets tomor- 
row, if it chooses. Franchises 
originally were valuable to utilities 
chiefly because they conferred vir- 
tually a monopoly in their fields. 
Franchises said to utilities that 
they could invest their money and 
have it safe and could grow. and 
expand without molestation. That 
necessity is entirely removed to- 
day. Public utilities are well en- 
trenched in their fields in évery 
city in the country. It is foolish 
to think that there ever could ar- 
rive the situation where the prop- 
erty of any utility would be men- 
aced by franchises to competitors. 

“However, I have clearer views 
as a banker and I can best state 
them by illustration. The city owns 
the street railways in Detroit. How- 
ever, the railways are operated un- 
der a separate charter. The debts 
of the railways are not debts of the 
city. The bonds of the railway are 


, alien solely upon the railway prop- 


erty. The credit of the city in gen- 

eral is not behind them. The rail- 

ways stand upon their own feet. 
Effect on Interest Rates, 

“Now it happens that the best 
rate of interest Detroit could get 
on money with which to build and 
buy municipal railways was 6 per 
cent. It was higher than the pre- 
vailing rate. Investors in the be- 
ginning were timid about. giving 
their-money to municipal opera- 
tion Without a compensating high- 
er rate. 

“For more than a year now, I 
having been urging thas the Street 
Railway Commission refund its 6 
per cent bonds. I have told the 
Commission that I would under- 
take to refund the bonds at not 
more than 5 per cent and perhaps 
I could get the money at 4% per 
cent. 

“The point is this: I feel sure 
that with the Detroit railways 
earning a profit upon aé_ée 6-cent 
fare and meeting its other bond ob- 
ligations regularly, I can get the 
‘company ali the money it reason- 
ably and safely needs. and cheaply. 

“It seems to me that if your new 
strect railways in St. Louis will 
establish similar credit with eco- 
nomical operation, good service 
and get right with its public that 
it can get all the money it needs. 
It can refund its $30,000,000 o”% 
bonds when due just as I propose 
that we now refund here. 
Soundness of Company Essential. 

“The Detroit railways only this 
week contracted to buy 125 new 
cars. The only requirement of 
the manufacturer for payment was 
a time-payment plan. Let the 
street cars pay for themselves as 
they operate. This goes to show, 
that if th company is sound {ff 
can get anything it needs to im- 
prove service. 

“Whatever arrangement your 
city makes with your street rail- 
ways, be sure it grants no fran- 
chise. Franchises are not neces- 
sary. Detroit learned its lesson 
dearly, for it took years to solve 
its street railways problem éven 
after the railways franchise had 
expired. Be fair with your utili. 
ties, but don’t bargain away the 
chief control you have over them, 
if you give a franchise, you give up 
completely that cortrol.” 

A three-fifth vote is required 
in Detroit for granting any utility 
a franchise binding the city for 
any term of years. The City Coun- 
cil has no power to grant fran- 
chises. The city holds that all 
Detroit utilFicf are without fran- 
chises and that they continue in 
operation only upon good behavior. 
In recent years the cit} ‘.as gained 
repeated readjustment of electric 
and gas rates because it. has not 
surrendered in franchises this di-

THE GANGSTERS GO. 


The jury at Benton, Ill., has found Birger, New- 
man and Hyland guilty of conspiring to murder May- 
or Adams of West City, as charged by the State. 
Birger has been sentenced to hang. Newman and Hy- 
land are given imprisonment for life. 

No other verdict was possible in the face of the 
overwhelming evidence—tbe evidence which, as one 
of the defense attorneys admitted, was “unimpeached 
and undenied.” The testimony of Thomasson, who, 
with his brother, did the killing under the direction 
and in the hire of Birger, was so corroborated in 
essential circumstantial details by an array of wit- 
nesses that the defense was helpless. No question as 
to the guilt of the conspirators entered the jurors’ 
minds. The one debatable point in their lengthy con- 
sideration was as to the measure of punishment. The 
judgment finally prevailed that Birger as the leader 
was responsible in a further degree than his asso- 


‘clates, and, accordingly, the extreme penalty was as- 


sessed against him. 

The import of the verdict was thus clearly stated by 
State’s Attorney Martin: “This means the end of 
gang warfare in Southern Illinois and the restoration 
of the supremacy of the law.” 

They have had a long and bitter experience with 
machine-gun government in Southern Illinois. At dif- 
ferent times in the violent and bloody annals every 
class of society has lent its sanction to force and ter- 
rorism. Glenn Young, under the banners of the Ku 
Klux Klan, was a professional gunman and despera- 
do and as destructive an enemy ofdaw and order as 
was Birger. The-verity of the ancient mandate that 
“They who live by the sword shall perish by the 
sword,” was exemplified in his case, just as it has 
been decreed in the case of Birger. 

Reproaches are not in order now. Public sentiment 
throughout the entire country congratulates Southern 
Illingis on its conclusive demonstration of the su- 
premacy of law over lawlessness. Public sentiment 
congratulates State’s Attorney Martin for his coura- 
geous devotion to his oath of office and his duty as a 
citizen and the ability displayed in bringing these 
murderers to justice. That public opinion in his com- 
munity and the whole gang-ridden area of Southern 
Illinois was stalwartly back of him in his efforts is 
evidenced in the reception of the verdict and in the 
thoughtful and determined deliberations of the jury. 

But Southern Illinois, in this moment of victory, 
should take serious counsel of its conscience and its 
civic obligations. The price of liberty—the price of 
the supremacy of the law—is eternal vigilance. The 
gunman, whatever mission he pretends to serve, is 
the agent of anarchy, and criminality and ruin follow 
him. That is the great lesson for Southern Ulinois to 
remember as it re-establishes the law at the grave of 


gangsterism.

RUSSIA AND STANDARD OIL. 

We have new assurances of the impossibility of hay- 
ing anything to do with the evil rulers of the new 
Russia. This time the warning comes from the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey, which has made 
public a statement in which it declares that it will 
never have anything to do with Russian oil so long 
as Russia refuses to recognize private property 
rights. 

. Unfortunately, there are two flies in this ointment. 
In the first place, Standard Oil of New Jersey 
can say pretty much what it pleases about Russia, 
because it already has so much oil sewed up that 
it has no use for that of Russia. Then, again, two 
other companies of the Standard group, Vacuum Oil 
and Standard of New York, have lately contracted 
for large quantities of Russian oil, and are treating 
the Soviet rulers as though they were human beings 
and honorable gentlemen. 

This latter fact suggests a problem which seems 
like a real poser. If Standard of New York and 
Vacuum Oil are not afraid of the Russian concep- 
tion of property rights, why should the New Jersey 
company be so eniffish?

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THE FAILURE OF STATE COMMISSIONS. 


A recent communication {n Letters From the Peo- 
ple suggested that the Post-Dispatch advocate the 
popular election of members of our State Public 
Service Commission who, as is known, are now ap- 
pointed by the Governor. The suggestion was in- 
spired by former Gov. Pinchot’s letter to the Post- 
Dispatch which complained that such commissions— 
“notably in my own State of Pennsylvania”—had 
ceased to be servants of the people and had become 
in effect the allies of the corporations. 

But the basic trouble with the functioning of such 
commissions roots deeper than the method of selec 
tion. The office itself is one of vast responsibility. 
It calls for exceptional ability. It demands either a 
considerable experience in large affairs or a rare 
aptitude. The correct valuation of an immense prop- 
erty like a St. Louis public utility is a formidable 
problem in accounting, arid the equitable finding in 
the matter of rates demands business capacity and 
judgment of a high order. \ 

There is another and more fundamental reason. The 
Public Service Commission is absentee government. 
The cities lost faith in their own government. They 
lost faith in their own capacity to govern. They 
turned to the State. Such is.the genesis of the pub- 
lic service commission. The experiment has not met 
expectations. Conditions, to be sure, have played into 
the hands of the corporations. The World War 
scrambled all our standards of value. It provided 
logical grounds for increasing public utility rates, 
and where logical grounds were wanting, the shrewd 
corporation lawyers contrived plausible alibis. Mean- 
time the speculators, seeing an opportunity for 
further feasting in these extraordinary circum- 
stances, have swooped down like vultures on the 
cities. In consequence, as a measure of self-preserva- 
tion, cities have devised measures of defense—not 
only against the Munroes and Newmans and their ilk, 
but against the incapacity of their absentee land- 
lords, the public service commissions; They have 
abolished the franchise, which leaves a city a helpless 
spectator to its own undoing, and have substituted 
the permit, under-which the city retains a just and 


indispensable measure of authority over its own 
affairs. 
As the Pogt-Dispatch has recently said, in the 


permit the city “revives home rule.” And that is our 
solution of the buccaneering problem that confronts 
St. Louis and every other large city—home rule. Not 
government by a distant state commission, but gov- 
ernment of our business affairs by ourselves.

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THE BRIDGE CELEBRATION. 


From the St, Louis Times. 

HE plain facts are that for a bill which 

provided not only for the building of 
all necessary approaches by the railroads 
at their own expense but for the elimina- 
tion of the toll charges on the Eads Bridge, 
the Board of Aldermen recently substituted 
another providing for a construction of the 
southern approach at the expense of tax- 
payers of the city, carrying no provision 
for abolition of the Eads Bridge toll and 
with the sole assurance that it will be used 
by two small switching lines, carrying 2 per 
cent of the freight traffic entering St. 
Louis. It was the passage of the latter bill 
which was made the occasion of the tw- 
dav celebration just ended. 

Without assurance from the larger trunk 
line railroads represented in the Terminal 
Association that they will use and can use 
the Free Bridge and its southern approach 
and without provision through contractural 
agreement between the eity and the 
Terminal for abolition of the Eads\Bridze 
toll, it is difficult to see just where build- 
ing the southern approach affords” any 
constructive solution of St. Louis’ bridge 
problem, If the railroads use the ap- 
proach. the tolls still remain on the Eads 
Bridge and if they refuse to use it the one 
great obstacle to free exchange of com- 
modities between two communities on the 


east and west banks of the river has not 
betn removed. 
St. Louis’ bridge problem will not.>de 


solved—all celebrations to the contrary not- 
withstanding—until the Free Bridge is 
actually put to work, is available to the 
great trunk lines railroads entering this 
gateway, and until the tolls on the -Eads 
Bridge have been removed.

ANSAS CITY expects to be a candidate 
for the next Republican national con- 

vention and is in every way fitted for the 
honor. Kansas City is in Springfield terri- 
tory and should be supported here and by 
the State at large. Sf. Louis doesn’t seem 
to be out for the Republican convention and 
has shown little interest in national meet- 
ings of that kind since 1916, when Wilson 
was renominated in St. Louis. 

There has been but one Republican con- 
vention held in Missouri. That was in 1896 
when McKinley was nominated. There 
have been several Democratic conventions 
held in the State, one in Kansas City and 
four in St. Louis. 

A national convention brings thousands 
of people to the State who otherwise would 
never come and it is good advertising to get 
a convention whenever possible. 

If Kansas City enters the race it will have 
a hard fight ahead. Cleveland has in late 
years become ambitious for conventions, 
and Detroit, which has become a tremen- 
dous city, will probably enter the contest. 
Detroit has never had a national conven- 
tion and desires to be known otherwise 
than merely the capital of motordom. 

Missouri, being in the doubtful column, 
will be giv@én due consideration by the Re- 
publican National Committee and Kansas 
City has a good chance to win.

HY are the people of the United States 

so stirred by the threat to the lives of 
American citizens in Mexico, Nicaragua or 
China that they must send military expedi- 
tions to these countries? “It is the duty of 
a Government,” the average citizen will re- 
ply, “to protect the lives and property of 
its subjects.” This may be true. But why 
should we be so sensitive to minor and tem- 
porary perils abroad, and neglect the con- 
stant danger of the citizen who walks the 
streets of Chicago or New York, where the 
rate of crime is greater than in almost any 
other part of the civilized world. Are not 
American lives at home as valuable as 
American lives in foreign countries? Who, 
moreover, is this over-person, “the Govern. 
ment,” to whom we metaphorically attach 
such rights and duties? Is \t not really, in 
a democracy, the people themselves? If 80, 
the obligation of the Government: to protect 
citizens is nothing more n the’ truism 
that individuals should defe themselves. 
The notion that it is the duty of a Govern- 
ment to protect itg subject may serve as a 
euphemism for the fact that by banding 
together, employing an army, and operating 
under the symbol ‘“‘American.”’ we can sé- 
cure protection individually when we travel 
abroad.

ELM TREE-125 YEARS OLD 
CUT DOWN AT LINDENWOOD 


‘King of the Campus,’ Known to 
College Women for Century, ~ 
Had 6-Foot Trunk. 

After greeting for 100 years the 
incoming freshmen of Lindenwood 
College with its autumn-tinted 
foliage, and bursting forth in 
budding leaves each spring when 
they departed as graduates, ‘The 
King of the Campus,” a time-hon- 
ored elm tree around which many 
of the legends of the college cen- 
ter, gave way Saturday to the tree 
surgeon’s ax and saw. 

Within the old elm’s trunk, six 
feet in diameter, the tree sur- 
geons found circles indicating the 
tree is 125 years old—a circle for 
each’ year’s growth.
